The business of the railways for 
September while showing a consider­ 
able improvement over that of Sep­ 
tember 1911, does not maintain the 
tate of increase set by the 
record­ 
breaking month of August. 
The total 
net operating revenue of 90 per cent 
of the steam railways increased $5,- 
896,840 for September, while the in­ 
crease for August 
was 
$13,865,622. 
This increase in net operating reve­ 
nue was at the rate of $21 per mile 
of line for the month or at the rate of 
TC cents per mile of line per day. 
Tho total operating revenues 
per 
mile of line for the month increased 
6.5 per cent, the operating expenses 
7.3 per cent and the net 
operating 
revenue 5.1 per cent. 
The foregoing statistics are

the summary made by the Bureau of 
Railway Economics from the reports 
of the railways to the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission.
